"My  work  Is 
simply  to  pray  for  the  sick  and  afflicted  and 
anoint  them  with  oil  according  to  the  instruc¬ 
tions  given  in  the  Gospel  according  to  James.  I 
want  to  say  that  in  75  per  cent  of  the  cases 
treated  by  prayer  the  method  has  been  success¬ 
ful.” 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Jordan,  who  is  sponsoring!  the 
meetings,  makes  the  following  statement:  j 

"With  my  own  eyes  I  saw  two  deaf  women 
who  were  prayed  for  rise  and  proclaim  that 
they  had  received  their  hearing  instantly:  one 
blind  woman  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  5  Mr.

His  visits  are  never  hurtful,  but  are  always 
helpful.

THE  STATEMENT  OF  BELIEF  BY  THE 
FOREIGN  MISSION  BOARD. 


A  good  deal  has  been  said  and  some  things 
written  about  the  Statement  of  Belief  which 
has  been  adopted  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  Some  of  the  things  which  have  been 
said  and  written  show  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
perfect  understanding  concerning  this  matter. 
Having  a  desire  that  the  work  of  our  Foreign 
Mission  Board  shall  be  conducted  in  the  open, 
I  esteem  it  to  be  my  duty  to  give  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  a  statement  concerning  this  matter. 

Let  me  give  some  reasons  for  the  adoption 
by  the  Board  of  a  statement  of  what  Southern 


has  returned  form  a  good 
E.  S.  Summers  at  Boone- 

i|<hiwBs  greatly  helped  and  seven 
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Southern  Baptists  believe  and  are  seeking  to 
propagate  In  the  way  of  a  Christian  message. 

2.  These  young  people  who  seek  appoint¬ 
ment  by  the  Board  have  been  educated  In  vari¬ 
ous  c'asses  of  Institutions;  some  of  them  com¬ 
ing  from  seminaries,  some  from  our  colleges, 
some  from  technological  schools,  medical 
schools,  and  state  and  great  national  universi¬ 
ties.  Most  of  these  young  people  have  been 
constantly  In  school  from  their  childhood,  have 
had  little  contact  with  the  denomination,  little 
time  for  study  of  denomlnal  faith,  and  many 
of  the  schools  give  little  attention  to  such  mat¬ 
ters,  and  some  of  those  from  which  we  are  com¬ 
peted  to  get  young  men  and  women  foster  most 
dangerous  heresies.  It  becomes,  therefore,  a 
solemn  obligation  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
to  place  in  the  hands  of  young  people  some  such 
brief  statement  as  this  which  the  Board  has 
adopted  In  order  that  the  young  people  may 
assure  themselves  whether  they  are  In  harmony 
with  the  denomination  and  the  Board  may  as¬ 
sure  itself  of  the  same  thing. 

3.  These  young  people  following  their  ap¬ 
pointment  scatter  to  the  ends  of  the  earth, 
many  of  them  to  fields  where  contact  with  ex¬ 
perienced  Baptist  men  and  women  Is  slight,  and 
where  contrary  winds  of  doctrine  ancj  church 
polity  are  often  many  and  stiff.  If  these  young 
people  are  really  to  represent  the  denomination, 
and  we  to  have  a  homogeneous  denominational 
life  throughout  the  world,  as  every  thoughtful 
man  must  conc'ude  Is  desirable,  then  It  Is  a 
matter  of  primary  Importance  that  these  young 
people  shall  know  their  minds  concerning  the 
Baptist  message  before  they  go  to  their  fields 
of  labor. 

4.  Already  there  have  arisen  some  slight 
embarrassments  In  certain  missions  because  a 
thorough  understanding  was  not  had  from  the 
beginning  as  to  what  doctrines  were  to  be 
taught,  and  what  policies  were  to  be  observed. 

A  difference  of  opinion  concerning  such  mat¬ 
ters  among  missionaries  In  a  mission  or  station 
on  the  foreign  field  may  become  a  very  much 
more  serious  matter  than  the  same  difference 
on  the  home  field  where  the  denomination  hag 
such  momentum.  Many  of  the  missionaries,  in¬ 
cluding  the  most  liberal-minded,  have  said,  be¬ 
fore  the  statment  referred  to  was  adopted,  that 
l he  Board  should  have  a  more  thorough  exami¬ 
nation  of  candidates  and  missionaries  should, 
when  appointed  be  allowed  to  understand  what 
was  expected  of  them. 

5.  The  Statement  of  Belief  which  Is  under 
discussion  was  adopted  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  at  Its  annual  meeting  In  June  1919.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  that  meeting  for  the 
reason  that  it  is  one  of  the  two  most  repre¬ 
sentative  meetings  of  the  year.  Those  of  us 
in  Richmond  desire  that  the  statement  should 
not  represent  any  camp  or  section  of  Southern 
Baptists,  but  that  It  should  be  thoroughly  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  faith  of  those  who  are  actual¬ 
ly  doing  foreign  mission  work,  and  for  this 
reason  the  matter  was  considered  when  the 
State  representatives  were  In  Richmond.  The 
vote  on  the  statement  was  absolutely  unani¬ 
mous  after  a  frank  discussion  and  after  It  had 
been  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  was  reported 
back  to  the  full  board. 

6.  What  does  this  Statement  of  Relief  con¬ 
tain?  It  contains  simply  a  brief  word  about 
the  inspiration  of  the  Scriptures;  about  God 
the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost;  the  virgin 
birth,  deity,  vicarious  death,  resurrection  and 
second  coming  of  Christ;  the  natural  state  of 
man,  his  salvation  through  grace  upon  condi¬ 
tion  of  repentance  and  faith  In  Christ;  a  word 
about  sanctification;  a  definition  of  a  church 
of  Jesus  Christ;  a  brief  statement  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  view  of  the  ordinances;  the  Lord's  Day,  re¬ 
lation  of  church  and  state;  the  resurrection  and 
future  Judgment.  Added  to  these  is  the  state¬ 
ment  concerning  Interdenominational  coopera¬ 
tion  which  was  adopted  by  the  Board  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  In  1916.  The 
statement,  as  a  bond  of  unity  between  the  Board 


and  Its  missionaries  and  between  the  respec¬ 
tive  missions  and  the  denomination,  is  perhaps 
as  significant  for  the  things  which  it  omits  as 
for  the  things  which  it  contains.  It  deals  with 
fundamentals  which  belong  to  the  common  Bap¬ 
tist  faith. 

7.  Now  what  use  does  the  Board  make  of 
thlg  statement?  8!mply  this;  When  candidates 
come  to  Richmond  for  examination  concerning 
their  religious  experience,  faith  and  call  to  mis¬ 
sion  work,  this'  statment  is  placed  In  their 
hands  for  a  careful  reading  before  they  appear 
before  the  Board.  When  they  do  appear  be¬ 
fore  the  Board,  someone  Is,  by  motion  of  the 
Board,  designated  to  conduct  the  examination, 
using  this  Statement  as  a  basis  for  It  We 
stated  explicitly  in  our  report  (o  the  Convention, 
“The  Hoard  does  not  require  anyone  to  sign  it, 
but  does  present  It  to  all  volunteers  for  mission 
service  when  they  are  appointed  to  any  field  by 
the  Board,  and  it  expects  all  such  to  respect.  It 
in  their  teaching  and  practice  on  the  mission 
field.”  The  Board  has  had  much  experience  in'1 
examining  candidates,  and  not  Infrequently 
this  Important  matter  has  been  slighted  under 
the  pressure  of  busy  Board  sessions.  A  deliber¬ 
ate  conclusion  was  reached,  therefore,  that  un¬ 
less  with  the  growing  number  of  missionaries 
which  this  Board  is  sending  out,  we  are  going 
to  have  confusion  and  discord  on  the  mission 
field,  preparation  must  be  made  for  an  exami¬ 
nation  of  candidates  which  realty  amounts  to 
something. 

8,  The  statement  which  someone  has 
launched,  and  in  launching  shows  both  a  lack 
of  great  concern  for  the  missionary  message 
and  a  disregard  of  facts  in  the  case,  is  that  the 
Committee  which  reported  on  the  Foreign 
Board's  report  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  took  issue  with  the  Board  and  the  Con¬ 
vention,  annulled  the  Board's  decision  to  re¬ 
quire  candidates  to  sign  this  statement.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  neither  the  committee  nor  the 
convention  did  any  such  thing.  Both  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Convention  simply  ratified  the 
Board's  report,  the  committee  calling  attention 
to  the  Board's  own  words  that  missionaries 
were  not  required  to  sign  the  Statement  of  Be¬ 
lief.”  * 

9.  The  Statement  has  been  used  since  June 
1919.  Let  the  brethren  who  have  attended  Board 
meetings  and  witnessed  the  examination  of  can¬ 
didates  testify  their  pleasure  or  displeasure 

concerning  how  the  thing  operates.  I  believe 
that,  without  a  solitary  exception,  not  only  the 
members  of  the  Board  who  adopted  the  State¬ 
ment  and  have  witnessed  the  examination  of 
candidates,  but  visitors  to  the  Board  meetings, 
will  testify  to  their  great  gratification  at  the 
Improvement  In  this  order  of  service.  The  young 
men  and  women,  too,  who  have  been  examined 
will  testify  that  they  have  been  treated  con¬ 
siderately  in  every  case. 

One  other  word  should  be  said:  Southern 
Baptists  have  a  message  for  a  lost  world,  or 
they  ought  to  abandon  altogether  this  whole 
scheme  of  foreign  missions.  If  they  have  not, 
after  all  these  years  of  study  of  the  Scriptures, 
after  all  this  preaching  we  have  done,  with  26,- 
000  churches  as  witnesses  to  the  faith  which 
we  have  preached,  now  a  message  for  the  world 
which  is  In  its  essential  elements  well  defined, 
and  which  we  can  preach  positively,  we  are  In 
a  deplorable  plight  indeed.  The  things  contain¬ 
ed  In  this  Statement  are  the  very  things  which 
we  preach  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  which  we 
use  In  calling  sinners  to  repentance,  which  prob¬ 
ably  every  church  in  the  South  has  adopted  in 
its  confession  of  faith,  which  every  association 
of  the  nearly  one  thousand  In  the  South  re¬ 
quires  of  any  church  whose  messengers  apply  for 
seats  In  the  association,  and  which  our  two 
seminaries  require,  and  much  more  besides,  of 
every  professor  that  holds  a  chair  In  them.  This 
Statement  is  not,  therefore,  something  new.  but 
that  which  is  new  and  revolutionary  Is  criticism 
of  such  a  statement  of  Baptist  faith. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  peculiar  at¬ 
tachment  for  young  people.  It  Is  Its  duty,  month 
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by  month,  to  deal  with  these  young  men  and 
women  whose  mothers  and  fathers  surrender 
them  to  the  cause  of  Christ  under  the  auspices 
of  this  Board,  and  to  commission  to  missionary 
service  these  young  people  who  have  Joyfully 
given  their  lives  to  Christ  for  distant  lands.  The 
Board  take  these  young  people  Into  their  hearts, 
become  their  steadfast  friends,  would  shield 
them  and  so  support  them  In  their  work  that 
the  Saviour  may  have  the  largest  possible  divi¬ 
dends  from  their  consecrated  lives.  The  Foreign 
Mission  Board  Is.  however,  appointed  to  secure 
the  proclamation  of  a  Christian  message.  The 
men  who  compose  It  will' not  consent  that  young 
and  immature  people,  who  have  never  had  much 
opportunity  either  for  fellowship  with  our  peo¬ 
ple  or  to  try  out  the  truth  In  the  field  of  mis¬ 
sions,  shall  revise  the  historic  and  generally 
accepted  faith  of  Southern  Baptiste  and  set  up 
for  this  message  some  bit  of  rationalism  or  irra¬ 
tionalism  with  which  some  teacher  or  school  has 
Inoculated  them.  The  denomination  chooses  the 
Board  and  makes  It  responsible  for  these  mat¬ 
ters  and  It  will  not  delegate  It  responsibility. 
The  Board  feels,  moreover,  that  those  who  are 
close  to  the  young  people  whose  hearts  are  turn¬ 
ing  to  foreign  mission  work  have  a  great  op¬ 
portunity  to  serve  Christ  and  the  denomination, 
to  help  both  the  Board  and  the  volunteers  them¬ 
selves  by  presenting  without  prejudice  the 
Board's  actual  views  and  procedure  In  a  matter 
of  (his  character.  This  article  Is  an  effort  to 
avoid  misunderstanding  by  keeping  open  ac¬ 
counts  with  Southern  Baptists. 

Over  the  South  thousands  of  'young  men  and 
women  today  are  seeking  In  agony  of  spirit  and 
dally  and  nightly  supplications  to  their  Heaven¬ 
ly  Father  for  light  on  their  duty  to  this  great 
cause  of  Foreign  Missions.  If  what  we  have  i 
written  shall  help  these  dear  young  men  and  \ 
women  to  understand  that  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  In  this  and  in  everything  It  does 
sought  the  good  and  usefulness  of  such  as  they, 
we  shall,  more  than  for  anything  else,  be  glad 
that  we  have  stated  the  case  thus  openly.  A 
lost  world  Is  waiting  for  consecrated  young  men 
and  women  with  positive  Christian  message 
which  In  the  passion  of  their  souls  and  under 
the  compulsions  of  deep  conviction  of  Its  truth 
and  value,  they  go  forth  to  declare  In  clarion 
tones.  Those  whose  feet  stumble  In  dark  and 
shadowy  paths  wait  for  the  call  of  voices  re¬ 
sonant  with  certatnU'  and  confidence. 

P.  8. — Since  this*  article  was  given  to  the 
Stenographer,  a  letter  has  come  from  one  of 
our  missionaries,  a  woman  of  brains  and  gra¬ 
cious  Christian  spirit,  but  one  who  has  learned 
by  experience  wbat  China  needs  In  the  way  of 
a  Christian  message  and  the  dangers  to  this 
message.  Do  not  such  facts  as  these  which  our 
missionary  recites  Justify  the  Board  la  the  pub¬ 
lication  and  use  of  the  Statement  of  Belief.  The

It 
designates  some  property  or  attrtbue  that  be- 
lbngs  to  one  man  or  group  and  does  not  belong 
to  others.  Only  in  this  way  can  Christians  be 
said  to  be  a  peculiar  people;  they  belong  to  God 
afone  and  are  his  possession  or  inheritance  or 
property  and  not  that  of  another.

Dr  S  E.  Tull  goes  from  the  First  Church 
New  Orleans,  to  the  First  Church.  Jackson,  Tenn 
Dr.  W.  D.  Entzmlnger  has  bean  called  to  suc¬ 
ceed  him  in  New  Orleans. 
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Now  and  then  somebody  remarks  with  great 
show  of  wisdom  and  confidence  that  religion  Is 
not  adherence  to  a  statement  or  dogma  but  at¬ 
tachment  to  the  person  of  Christ.  All  of  which 
has  a  mighty  good  sound  to  it  and  would  6e  ad¬ 
mitted  and  gloried  in  by  any  Baptist.  But — and 
we  beg  careful  attention  to  this  caution — but 
how  are  you  to  be  loyal  to  Christ,  If  you  are  dis¬ 
loyal  to  his  word.  There  can  be  attachment 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  when  there  Is  nay  effort  to 
discount  his  word,  nor  except  through  the  In¬ 
strumentality  of  his  word.  Jesus  said  "The  words 
which  1  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit  and  they 
are  life.”  Again,  “He  that  heareth  my  word  and 
beUeveth  him  that  sent  me,  hath  eternal  life.” 
The  only  ground  of  connection  possible  for  us 
with  Christ  is  through  his  own  statement  or  that 
of  others.  We  have  seen  blackberry  bushes  with 
wasp  ne9ts  in  them  and  rose  bushes  with  snakes 
under  them.  When  we  hear  people  play  fast  and 
loose  with  his  word,  we  look  for  snakes.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  loyalty  to  the  person  of 
Christ  which  Is  indifferent  to  the  statement  of 
the  great  fundamental  truths  concerning  him. 


Paul  seems  to  have  had  the  Idea  that  it  was 
the  personal  ambition  of  rulers  that  producod 
wars  and  got  nations  into  trouble,  or  that  these 
evils  were  due  to  the  incapacity  and  blunders  of 
the  rulers;  for  he  exhorts  Timothy  to  see  to  it 
that  prayers  are  offered  for  those  in  high  places, 
that  we  may  lead  a  tranquil  and  quiet  life.  He 
also  well  knew  bow  war  loosed  the  reins  from 
the  passions  of  men  and  gave  their  evil  instincts 
full  sway,  for  he  says  that  if  these  prayers  are 
answered  we  may  live  in  all  godliness  and  gra¬ 
vity.  and  that  men  may  have  a  chance  to  be 
saved  and  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 
Let  us  not  fall  to  pray  for  the  continuance  of 
peace  and  for  such  measures  among  nations  as 
will  prevent  war.  And  let  us  not  fall  to  utilize 
this  time  of  peace  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
Gospel.

At  present  the  little  band  Is 
worshipping  by  sufferance  on  Sunday  afternoon 
In  a  hall  which  on  Sunday  morning  is  used  for 
a  feast  room  and  on  Sunday  night  for  a  dance 
hall.  He  is  showing  good  sense  and  perseverance 
and  will  win  out  as  he  deserves  to  do.  Bro. 
Massey  graduated  last  year  at  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege. 


Evangelist  N.  R.  Stone  is  having  great  meet¬ 
ings  in  North  Carolina.  The  Lincoln  News  tells  of 
overflowing  crowds  at  the  tent  meeting  there,  to 
which  people  came  for  forty  miles  around.  Bro¬ 
ther  Stone  is  following  his  well  known  course  of 
denouncing  sin  in  plain  language.  At  Cherry- 
vllle  he  was  in  a  recent  meeting  where  30  were 
received  into  the  church  and  12  volunteered  for 
Christian  service.  He  put  a  street  carnival  out  of 
business,  and  an  ordinance  was  passed  requiring 
$1000  to  be  deposited  by  show  people  as  a  guar¬ 
antee  of  decency.  He  and  Mrs.  Stone  are  now 
assisting  Pastor  Fleetwood  Ball  in  a  meeting 
at  Lexington,  Tenn.,  and  will  be  in  meetings 
at  Corinth  and  Philadelphia  in  this  state.  His 
time  is  all  taken  to  November  and  much  of  it 
to  May  1st.

The  church  was  greatly  helped 
and  some  things  were  accomplished  which  will 
make  all  the  work  of  the  church  easier  and  more 
delightful  in  the  days  to  come. 


Occasslonaty  you  hear  someobdy  speak  oracu¬ 
larly  about  how  narcotics  and  alchollc  drugs 
are  being  widely  used  as  a  substitute  for  whis¬ 
key  since  prohibition  became  effective.  They  are 
simply  talking  through  their  haU.  The  report  of 
the  ninth  annual  convention  of  the  American 
Drug  Manufacturers1  Association  recently  held 
at  the  Biltmore  Hotel  in  New  York  City,  shows 
that  less  medicinal  preparations  containing  al- 
sohol  has  been  sold  since  the  Volstead  Act  went 
Into  effect;  and  the  sales  of  narcotics  today  are 
scarcely  a  hundredth  of  the  amount  sold  ten 
years  ago  and  has  decreased  markedly  since  pro¬ 
hibition  became  effective. 


There  is  a  moving  in  the  tops  of  the  mul¬ 
berry  trees  among  Northern  Baptists,  a  good 
deal  of  semi-suppressed  excitment  as  they  pre¬ 
pare  to  gather  in  their  convention  In  Buffalo. 
Two  questions  seem  to  be  giving  our  brethren 
considerable  concern,  what  attitude  the  Con¬ 
vention  will  take  this  year  on  the  Interchurch 
Movement,  and  what  will  be  the  effect  of  the 
preconvention  conference  on  Fundamentals. 
There  is  no  little  uneasiness,  but  we  believe 
the  discussion  will  be  wholesome  and  the  effect 
altogether  good.  A  pastor  from  Kansas  writing 
in  the  Baptist  seems  to  think  the  Interchurch 
Movq^nent  looked  upon  the  conditions  of  Bap¬ 
tist  participation  as  a  "scrap  of  paper.” 


Graduates  from  some  of  the  Nurses  Training 
schools  are  taking  what  has  come  to  be  known 
as  the  Florence  Nightingale  qledge.  The  pledge 
runs:  “I  solemnly  pledge  myself  before  God  and 
in  the  presence  of  this  assemb'y  to  pass  my  life 
In  purity  and  to  practice  my  profession  faithful¬ 
ly.  1  will  abstain  from  wahtever  is  deleterious 
and  mischievous,  and  will  not  take  or  knowing¬ 
ly  administer  any  harmful  drug.  I  will  do  all 
in  my  power  to  elevate  the  standard  of  my  pro¬ 
fession.  and  will  hold  in  confidence  all  personal 
matters  committed  to  my  keeping,  and  all  fam¬ 
ily  affairs  coming  to  my  knowedge  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  or  my  calling.  With  layalty  will  I  endeavor 
to  aid  the  physician  in  his  work  and  devote  my¬ 
self  to  the  welfare  of  those  committed  to  my 
care."  t 


The  Presbyterian  of  Phlladelhpla  says  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches:  "The  budget  of  the 
council  formerly  was  $20,000 — $12,000  of  which 
was  paid  by  the  constluent  bodies  and  the  bal¬ 
ance  by  Interested  bodies.  The  budget  for  the 
present  years  is  over  $300,000 — $50,000  of 
which  it  to  be  paid  by  the  constluent  bodies, 
which  now  Include  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A., 
and  other  like  undenominational  bodies.  It  Is  ap¬ 
parent.  then,  that  the  Federal  Council  is  rapid¬ 
ly  developing  into  an  independent  body,  and 
will  draw  away  from  the  leadership  and  sup¬ 
port  of  the  regular  church  agencies.  This  and 
other  movements  and  organizations  of  like  char 
acter  indicate  that  if  this  development  goes  on, 
the  church  will  be  disintegrated  by  its  owji  crea¬ 
tions.” 


The  healthiest  indication  ever  seen  among 
-Southern  Baptists,  and  we  are  glad  it  Is  not 
confined  to  them,  is  the  emphasis  which  is  now 
being  placed  upon  evangelism.  Unless  all  our 
campaign  pledges  head  up  in  this,  and  fruit  in 
the  salvation  of  sou's,  they  are  a  failure.  Un¬ 
less  all  our  machinery  can  be  made  the  instru¬ 
ment  in  winning  men  to  the  Lord  and  to  the 
righteousness  of  God  it  Is  a  waste  of  money,  time 
and  energy.  We  have  never  known  such  em¬ 
phasis  being  put  upon  this  work  as  now.  Every 
pastor,  every  missionary  and  every  church  mem¬ 
ber  ought  to  have  some  part  In  it

They  will  find  that  not  only 
others  will  be  more  easily  Induced  to  come,  but 
the  present  owners  and  their  children  will  be 
more  likely  to  stay,  and  the  homes  will  be  au>re 
desirable  and  valuable. 


Dr.  W.  B  Leathers,  executive  secretary  of  the*  ■ 
State  Board  of  Health,  recently  said  about  the 
the  Tuberculosis  Hospital  at  Magee: 

"During  the  17  months  of  this  institution 
there  were  one  hundred  and  elevso  patients 
received  and  sixty-one  discharged.  To  date  there 
have  been  over  200  patients  received,  many  of 
whom  have  been  cured  or  the  disease  arrested. 

"There  can  be  no  question  about  the  fact  that 
this  Institution  Is  one  ot  the  greatest  needs  of  1 
the  state  today,  as  there  are  thousands  of  people  1 
suffering  from  this  disease  and  more  than  a 
thousand  have  applied  for  admission 

In  my  opinion,  the  greatest  single  Investment 
that  the  state  of  Mississippi  has  ever  made  for 
the  physical  and  mental  development  of  the 
girls  and  boys  of  the  state  and  In  the  life  of  Its 
people  was  the  passage  of  the  five  million  dollar 
bond  issue  by  the  last  legislature.  It  would  be 
a  calamity  to  the  state  and  would  set  It  back  In 
Its  progress  26  years  In  all  probability  If  this 
tond  Issue  is  defeated."

While  1  am  walling  for  the  services  to  begin 
I  will  write  you  a  few  thoughts  that  have  been 
brought  out  here.  I  am  not  sending  them  for 
publication  unless  you  could  use  some  of  It  to 
call  attention  to  this  place.  My  heart  Is  sad 
because  we  own  850  lovely  acres  here,  have  a 
good  hotel  and  assembly  hall,  and  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  climate  and  scenery  and  the  spiritual  at¬ 
mosphere  created  by  the  earnestness  of  the  stu¬ 
dents,  the  worth  of  the  speakers,  and  the  Spirit 
■of  God,  Is  so  fine  that  I  yearn  for  more  of  our 
people  to  be  Interested.  This  meeting  Is  over 
today,  the  -speakers  are  gone  and  the  students 
are  going,  so  the  personel  of  the  place  will  be 
largely  changed.  I  can  not  remember  If  I  sent 
you  a  season  program  in  my  other  letter,  so  I 
send  one  now. 

1.  When  a  heathen  man  In  China  meets  one 
he  says:  “Have  you  had  your  rice?”  But  the 
Christian  Chinaman  gives  as  his  greeting,  "I 
wish  you  peace  with  the  Heavenly  Father.” 

2.  Dr.  Saunders  says  that  all  the  thinkers 
and  statesmen  of  China,  whether  they  are  con¬ 
verted  men  or  not,  say  that  the  hope  of  China 
Is  the  Christian  religion. 

3.  In  one  church  of  50  members  In  China 
during  the  Boxer  uprising,  only  two  recanted 
and  48  were  martyrs. 

4.  One  Chinese  official,  during  this  same  up- 
rls'ng,  living  In  a  province  where  the  foreigners 
were  nearly  all  missionaries,  changed  the  gen¬ 
eral  decree  from  “destroy  all  foreigners”  to 
"protect  all  foreigners”  and  lost  his  own  head 
by  It,  though  many  missionaries  were  saved. 

5.  Jews  cannot  prosper  in  China  for  the 
Chinaman  In  business  methods  "beats  the  Jews.” 

6.  The  free'ng  of  s'aves  In  South  America 
the  opening  of  the  cemeteries  to  all,  and  the 
general  favor  Into  which  the  Christian  religion 
has  come,  a'l  these  forces  are  rapidly  remak¬ 
ing  Brazil.  Now  Is  the  day  of  golden  oppor¬ 
tunity  In  South  America.

MISSISSIPPI  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE. 

When  the  Baptist  Orphanage  made  up  its 
budget  for  the  year  it  estimated  and  allowed  for 
its  part  of  the  Mississippi  75  million  al'otment, 
being  $3,000  less  than  it  bad  been  receiving 
from  the  Mission  Board  annually  and  did  this 
because  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  counting  on 
continuing  to  receive  the  monthly  offering  from 
the  several  Sunday  schools  that  were  giving 
one  Sunday's  collection  each  month  to  the  Or- 
prhanage;  however,  the  most  of  the  Sunday 
schools  believing  that  the  Orphanage  was  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  the  fund  allotted  to  Mississippi, 
quit  sending  their  monthly  offering  and  gave  It 
to  their  church  quota. 

The  Orphanage  Is  run  on  less  than  it  seems 
possible,  but  it  will  need  these  monthly  co'lec- 
tlons  from  the  Sunday  schools  and  the  boxes 
and  free  Thanksgiving  car  to  make  both  ends 
meet  as  these  were  counted  on  as  before  stated. 
If  every  Sunday  school  in  the  state  would  give 
one  Sunday’s  collection  in  each  month  for  the 
support  of  our  orphanage  the  problem  of  its 
maintenance  would  be  solved  and  it  would  be 
worth  much  to  the  Sunday  schools  and  churches 
as  it  raises  up  members  trained  in  systematic 
giving  to  not  only  the  orphanage,  but  to  pastor's 
salary.  Incidentals  and  the  75  million  fund. 

Regarding  the  work  -at  the  orphanage  will 
say  that  the  larger  girls  do  the  cooking,  wash¬ 
ing  and  all  house  work  while  the  boys  do  the 
chores  and  farm  work.  The  health  of  tbe  chil¬ 
dren  Is  good.  Whenever  in  JackBon  be  sure  to 
take  the  Bailey  Avenue  car  and  run  out  to  see 
our  plant.

|  adopted  and  new  workers  appointed 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  It  is  believed  by  those 
who  were  permitted  to  attend  that 
session. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
commission  that  made  a  survey  of 
the  mission  fields  in  Europe  and  the 
Near  East  last  fall  and  winter,  the 
board  decided  to  send  fraternal  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  annual  Baptist  assem¬ 
blies  and  the  churches  of  Europe  and 
other  foreign  countries  from  time  to 
time  as  the  needs  seems  to  Justify, 
and  invite  Baptists  of  those  countries 
to  send  representatives  to  America 
to  mingle  with  and  view  the  work  of 
Southern  Baptists.  It  is  believed 
that  In  this  way  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  will  be  had  among  Baptists  ev¬ 
erywhere  and  that  the  basis  will  be 
laid  for  a  closer  cooperation  among 
Baptists  everywhere  for  the  evangeli¬ 
zation  of  the  world  upon  the  New 
Testament  basis. 

In  keeping  with  this  policy  Secre¬ 
tary  J.  F.  Love  and  Dr.  George  W. 
Truett  leave  within  a  few  days  for 
London  as  the  representatives  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  at  the  meeting 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance.  They  will 
be  accompanied  by  President  J.  B 
flambrell  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  President  E.  Y.  Mul¬ 
lins  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary,  who  thug  begin  a  fra¬ 
ternal  mission  to  the  Baptists  of  Eu¬ 
rope  and  the  Far  East  as  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Convention. 

Among  other  recommendations  of 
the  commission  which  toured  Europe 
and  the  Near  East  which  were  adop¬ 
ted  by  the  board  ware  those  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  appropriation  of  at  least 
Il.OOO.fliOO  for  missionary  and  relief 
work  In  Russia — this  work  to  be  be¬ 
gun  as  soon  as  It  Is  possible  to  enter 
that  country:  the  establlshemnt  of  a 
large  orphanage  at  Rome,  around 
which  all  the  relief  work  In  Italy  will 
ho  centered:  the  better  equipment  of 
the  work  In  all  the  chief  cities  of 
Italy,  and  the  taking  oyer  of  the  work 
and  property  of  the  English  Baptists 
In  Italy,  provided  satisfactory  ar¬ 
rangements  to  this  end  can  be  made: 
the  establlshemnt  of  a  first  class  the¬ 
ological  school  in  central  Europe  for 
training  native  preachers  and  work¬ 
ers,  with  a  preference  for  Prague  as 
the  location  of  such  a  school  being 
expressed:  the  encouragement  of  the 
more  promising  ministerial  students 
of  Europe  to  attend  the  theological 
seminaries  In  the  South:  and  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  relief  work  In  France 
and  Belgium  through  the  co-operat- 
ttve  agency  set  up  by  the  American 
Baptist  Missionary  Society.
